Voters Warned to ; 
Make Sure Ballots 
Are Properly Marlted 

Failure to Mark Special Bal- 
lot Will Cbuhtas '*No" 
is Ruling 

Antioch township voters are being 
asked by township officials to make 
certain that their ballots, including 
the special ballot on the tax for road 
purposes, are properly and complete- 
ly marked before they are deposited 
in the ballot boxes at the election on 
Tuesday, April 3, 

The vote on the tax for road pur- 
poses must be made on a ballot se- 
parate from that on which the names 
of candidates for township offices ap- 
pear, it is pointed out. 

"An unmarked ballot on the road 
tax counts as a 'no' vote," it is stated 
in' a ruling received on these special 
ballots. 

The road assessment ballot reads, 
"Shall a special tax for road purposes 
be levied?" and voters are being 
asked to mark these ballots in the 
spaces provided for "yes" or "no" be- 
fore depositing them in the ballot 
boxes. 

The petition calling for this assess- 
ment asked for the renewal of funds 
for re-sealing a number of roads in 
the township, and for the improve- 
ment of five additional stretches of 
roadway. The assessments for 14 of 
the roads were originally voted in 
1939 for a five-year period, the maxi- 
mum allowed under the Illinois state 
law. The renewal and additional as- 
sessments would also be for a five- 
year period.

A new' C "semi-preferred** rating 
with a ceiling of 825 miles a month 
will apply to motorists whose work is 
necessary to an essential plant but 
does not meet the requirements of 
prior request and separate payment. 

Other drivers whose needs are con- 
sidered beyond the A rating will be 
restricted to the B card mileage. 

Gasoline coupons B-5 and C-5 will 
expire March 31. The 15-A coupons 
are valid everywhere for four gallons 
each, and the B-6, C-6, B-T, C-7, B-5 
and C-5 coupons for five gallons each.

Farmers and cattlemen at the request of govern- 
ment and private agencies, have greatly increased their 
production of fat-producing animals and seed oil crops. 
As a result, we had in 1944 the largest number of do- 
mestic animals from which fats may he derived in our 
history, and seed oil crops reached an all-time high. 

Both of these sources of fats and oils have 
reached their peak of production, and authorities pre- 
dict a deficit of as much as a billion pounds tliis year 
because of the increased requirements of war industries. 

The only source from which these essdntial pro- 
ducts may be obtained is Ihc nation's houseliolds. The 
250,000,000 pounds housewives are asked lo^ salvage 
actually constitutes only one quarter of this anticipated 
deficit. 

Industry is doing its share, as are the services, 
all branches of wJilch have stepped up their salvage 
operations for greater efficency. 

A new consumer studyjndicates that many house- 
holders have in recent moirUis relaxed their salvaging 
efforts, although just as many women are participating 
in the salvaging of used fats now as there were a year 
ago. This may be due in part to the belief many Ameri- 
cans held until recently that the war was practically 
over, a belief partly justified by the lightning lilce ad- 
vance of our troops during the', first months of the 
French invasion. 

Recent developments, however, have shown that 
there is a long, tough fight ahead, and our war indus- 
tries must keep producing night and day. They can 
keep up their task of supplying our armed forces with 
the munitions, mcdicinals and other supplies for which 
oils and fats are required only if the housewives of 
America renew ther efforts to safeguard against a short- 
age of these vital materials by salvaging eveiy possible 
drop of fats and oils that is no longer edible. 

None of us wants to see a lag in war materials, 



and if this lag should result because of a shortage of 
fats and oils, wo may be certain that more of these 
materials will be diverted from civilian products, in or- 
der to keep the war machine going.

Corn Growers Urged 

to Plan for Planting 

Corn growers in 1945 will have a big job to do 
with a shortage of labor and equipment, Lost time 
from the fields will be serious. Costs will be high, so 
maximum yields must be had to provide adequate in- 
come. But there is a good probability of a strong 
market for- the crop.,. 

These arc predictions made by John Aiiy whose 
wojk with a large hybrid corn company keeps him in 
contact with commercial corn growers throughout, the 
cornbelt. In the February issue of Successful Farming 
magazine, Mr. Airy gave these tips for getting the job 
done: . - . ^,^' r^-ir.^:^ . 

:, • (1) Hepair field ihachineiy early. (2) Remove 
stones,: stumps and gullies. (3) Avoid late seeding of 
smaii grain. (4) ICill weeds ahead of the planter. 
(5), Make sure of seed supplies. (6) Study fertilizer 
needs.r(7) Know the newer planting methods. 
1 , '..' Much can be done to equipment ahead of the 
msh season. Growers who make repairs early will avoid 
iiie pitfalls of time lost in the field, parts, out of stock 
and busy repairmen. 

Fields can be cleared of such obstructions as old 
fences, gullies, trees, point rows, stack bottoms, stumps, 
large rocks and overhanging trees. Taking care of these 
before planting season reduces delays from breakdowns 
or getting stuck and may add productive fence-row 
acres to. the field. Reed canary grass has been veiy 
effective in holding down gullies and forms a heavy sod 
that helps hold up machinery when crossing. 

Some farmers make the mistake of trying to seed 
small grain so late it interferes with corn growing. Oats 
seeded early are generally good. 

Fall-plowi^ig stalk ground is becoming more com- 
mon. Bad corn-borer conditions have been practically 
cleaned up by destroying or plowing under all stalks. 
Late planting means low yields. It also mixes up culti- 
vation, haying and oats-cutting before the season ends. 

Days may be saved by buying seed 'corn and 
checking planter plates before planting time. No one 
expects to replant, but knowing how and where to se- 
cure replant corn may prove a limesavcr when time 
really counts. 

High yields may be assured by maintaining soil 
fertility, using manure or commercial fertilizers and 
planting Jiigh yielding hybrids of satisfactoiy maturity. 

Planting and cultivation methods go together 
and can bo worked out to require less time per oper- 
ation. With proper equipment and operation the yield 
of corn may be actually increased. Planting rate is im- 
portant. Weed control is essential. 

IncidentalUy, don't forget this: If you want 3 
plants per hill you must plant about 3.3 kernels per 
hill. In general you get only 85 to 90 percent as many 
plants as you plant inkernels. Failure to allow for this 
may easily cost 10 to 15 percent in yield.
